NURSE HELD AFTER

Three Other Members of 
Enid, Ok., Pastors’ Fam- 
ily Mysteriously Ill — Poi- 
son Found in Room.

ENID, Ok., Sept. 9.—Miss Mary 


Atkinson, 26 years old, a private 
nurse who recently attended sev- 
eral members of the family of the 
Rey. Charles’ Bailey, Episcopal 


clergyman, is in the county jail 
pending investigation of the death 
Thursday, of Mary Jane Bailey, 
18-year-old daughter of the pastor. 
Police questioned the nurse con- 
cerning the death of Mary Jane, 
and of the girl’s mother, who died 
supposedly of paralysis Aug. 26. 
Helen Jane, twin sister of Mary 
Jane, and two brothers, John and 
Stewart, also were taken ill at the 
same time as the girl who died, 
but the boys are recovering. 

Miss Atkinson denies any con- 
nection with the death or illness 
of members of the Bailey family. 

Miss Atkinson was arrested, 
County Attorney Dan Mitchell says, 
after a box bearing a poison label 
was found in her room, together 
with correspondence that had 
passed between her and the Rev. 
Mr. Bailey. 

Mitchell has ordered a post mor- 
tem held to determine the cause 
of the death of Miss Bailey. 

The Rev. Mr. Bailey, who has 
been in Colorado, was met at New- 
ton, Kan., by two members of his 
church today and brought here 
in an automobile to submit to in- 
terrogation by officials. 

Miss Aatkinson knew the Baileys 
in Gainesville, Tex., from which 
cty the pastor came to Enid. Soon 
after the Baileys arrived here the 
nurse followed and lodged at the 
Bailey home. The pastor, it is 
said, asked her to leave last Satur- 
day and she moved into a neigh- 
borhood home. The same evening, 
it is said, she telephoned the Bailey 
home, telling the family she in- 
tended to commit suicide. They 
rushed over and prevented ber. 
When the Rev. Mr. Bailey and his 
8-year-old daughter, Betty Ann, 
went to Colorado Monday, Miss 
Atkinson is reported to have visil- 
ed the Bailey home again and at- 
tended the sick members of the 
family who had been ill sveral 
days.

BRIBERY RAMPANT 


IN DRY SERVICE, 
UHIEF CHARGES 


Lowman Announces Many 
Agents Have Been Ousted 
—‘‘Ridiculous to Say Pro- 
hibition Is Success.’’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — D>2- 
claring that there were many “in- 
competent and crooked men” in 
the prohibition enforcement serv- 
ice and that “‘bribery is rampant,” 
Assistant Secretary Lowman dis- 
closed today that a partial house- 
cleaning already had resulted in 
many dismissals from the servico. 


“There are many wolves in 
sheeps’ clothing,” said the new 
dry chief. ‘‘We are after them. A 


lot of them have lately been let 
out all over the country.” 

He said it would be impossible 
to estimate how many more would 
have to go. It would be ridiculous, 
he added, to say that prohibition 
thus far had been a complete suc- 
cess. 

“If America shall be made so- 
ber and temperate in 50 years,’ he 
said, ‘a good job will have been 
done.” 

Roy C. Lyle, prohibition admin- 
istrator for Washington and Ore- 
gon, will return to his post “await- 
ing the outcome of the regular civ- 
il service appointments,” it was 
announced by Lowman. 

At the same time, Lowman an- 
nounced the suspension of Alfred 
M. Hubbard and Richard L. Fry- 
ant, prohibition agents in the Se- 
attle district. Their cases, he said, 
will be referred to the Department 
of Justice “for appropriate action,” 
on charges of alleged irregulari- 
ties in connection with the smug- 
gling of liquor. 


FOUR GIRLS DIE IN FILM FIRE; 
LEAP TO CANAL SAVES OTHERS 


Blaze Begins in Spool Winding 
Room of London Concern: Sev- 
eral Injured; Nine Autos Burn, 
LONDON, Sept. 9.—Only by a 

quick jump from the windows of a 
building into Regent Canal, their 
clothing ablaze, did several! girls 
escape death in a fire which was 
fatal to four of their companions 
and injured several] others today. 

The fire was in the premises of 
the Film Waste Products Co.,. in 
Redhill street, Regents’ Park. It 
originated in a spool winding room 
and spread rapidly through tons 
of celluloid, benzine and other in- 
flammable material, 

Four girls perished immediately. 
Others dashed for the stairs, while 
several jumped from windows into 
the canal. where they were picked 
up by barges. 

A nearby garage caught fire and 
nine motor cars burned. The po- 
lice threw a cordon around. the 
area and ordered the inhabitants 
in neighboring houses to evacuate 
them until the flames were extin- 
ruished.

OBJECTORS TO URGE 
DELAY IN DECISION 


They Favor Thoroughfare 
More to the West Between 
Cape Girardeau and Por- 
tageville.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Sept. 
9.—Southeast Missouri, stirred now 
in a road route fight as it seldom 
has been stirred, has prepared to 
send large delegations to Jefferson 
City next Tuesday to protest to the 
State Highway Commission against 
the efforts of Chairman Cc. D. Mat- 
thews to route United States High- 
way No. 61 through sections of 
Scott and New Madrid counties in 
which he and members of his 
family have extensive real. estate 
holdings, and directly through his 
home town,. Sikeston. 

The protesters will. demand that 
Matthews’ request for a final de- 
cision Tuesday on the routing be 
postponed a month until the issue 
can be heard by all members of 
the commission, and the objectors 
have time to examine the records, 
which so far have been available 
only to Matthews’ supporters, to 
enable them to present their case 
for a route farther west. 

Matthews is rushing his plan 
through on the ground that con- 
struction of the road will provide 
work for flood sufferers in South- 
eastern Missouri counties. 

State to Spend $2,000,000. 

The State is prepared to expend 
approximately $2,000,000 on a 60- 
mile link of concrete road to con- 
nect the present concrete on No. 
61 just outsde of Cape Girardeau, 
with the extreme southern end of 
the route at Portageville. The tem- 
porary route follows the old King’s 
highway, an unusually high type 
gravel, road, and Matthews and ‘the 
Highway Department’ engineers 
have decided on this route for the 
new concrete. The decision awaits 
approval of a majority of the com- 
mission. 

The objectors favor a _ location 
c the new concrete road from 
five to seven miles west. It may 
be said that many of those advo- 
cating the west route are large 
land owners in its general vicinity, 
and as usual in most road loca- 
tion fights self-interest is found to 
be a factor on each side. 

An association formed by the 
opponents of the Matthews rout- 
ing, the West Route Association, 
has led the anti-Matthews fight 
throughout the two counties, and 
many meetings of property owners 
have been held, at all of which 
Matthews has been severely criti- 
cised by speakers, who.- have 
charged that he has refused to 
permit his opponents access to 
records which would enable them 
to meet him in argument, and that 
he has been influenced by his per- 
conal interests. 

Objectors Produce Map. 

Members of the _ Association 

have prepared a map showing the 
location of land on which Matthews 
and members of his immediate 
family have paid taxes in the two 
ounties. According to this map 
the Matthews family owns 7753 
acres of land within two miles of 
the route Matthews favors, and 
none along the west route. It is 
admitted, however, that a consid- 
erable land holding of the bank- 
rupt A. J. Matthews estate, in 
which members of the Matthews 
family have an interest of doubt- 
ful value under second mort- 
“ages, is alone th> west route, 

In addition to the acreage hold- 
ings, the Matthews family were 
shown to have paid taxes on prop- 
erty within ‘“e town of Sikeston 
(on an assessed valuation. of $92,- 
220. 

Through the filing within the 
last few days of reports on recon- 
naissance surveys in the office of 
the Highway Con: ssion in Jeffer- 
son City it has been disclosed that 


the Department has abandoned 
previous surveys, which showed 
practically no difference in the 


cost of the two routes, and that 
these new surveys are over three 
routes, the two easicirn ~uarveys be- 
ing close tc_ither and showing a 
greater difference in cost from 
the west route than had the pre- 
vious surveys. 

Topography of the Region. 

The topography of the country 
south of Cape Girardeau varies, as 
does the development.of the land.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Leaves 
granted Lieut. L. W. Curtin and 
Ensign 8S. V. Edwards, who were 
to accompany Rene Fonck on his 
proposed flight across the Atlan- 
tic, were revoked today by the 
Navy Department. 

The action was taken by Acting 
Secretary Robinson on the recom- 
mendation of Rear Admiral Mof- 
fett, chief of tre Bureau of Aero- 
nautics. Robinson said he had 
influenced ‘“‘by two important fac- 
tors which were not present when 
the original permission was given.” 

“First,” he said, “the Atlantic 
at that time had not been crossed 
and a great deal was to be gained 
b ythis courageous venture. Sec- 
ond, the weather conditions likely 
to be encountered any time after 
Sept. 1 are such as to greatly in- 
crease the hazards involved.” 

The Navy Department feels, a 
formal .statement said, that ‘“be- 
cause Of the inevitable loss of life 
that results when a land plane, en- 
gaged on a trans-oceanic flight, is 
forced to land in the sea, that it 
must withhold authorizations for 
any naval personnel to engage in 
flighs of his nauré.’’

Brock and Schlee Arrive on 
British Island From Ran- 
goon After Landing at 
Hanoi En Route. 


FLIGHT OF WINDSOR 
ORDERED CANCELED 


Search for Old Glory Con- 
tinues—No Clew to Car- 
ling Plane’s Position — 


Hopes Fading Fast. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONGKONG, Sept. 9. — The 
round-the-world monoplane, the 
Pride of Detroit, made a successful 
flight from Hanoi, French Indo- 
China, to Hongkong, arriving here 
at 3:20 o’clock this afternoon 
(1:20 a. m., St. Louis time). The 
flyers, Edward F. Schlee and Wil- 
liam S. Brock, skipped their pro- 
jected call at Bangkok, Siam. Their 
next stop probably will be Tokio. 

The arrival of the plane was 
awaited for more than three hours 


by Harold Shanz, United States 
Consul, one of the vice consuls, of- 
ficers of the British Royal Air 
Force and representatives of the 
Asiatic Petroleum Co., connected 
with arrangements fos refueling the 
plane. 

The machine was first sighted at 
3:15 o’clock, coming from _ the 
southwest. The weather at that 
time was hazy and a ground wind 
was blowing with a force of 20 
miles an hour. 

Make Landing at Aongkong. 

The plane flew across the harbor 
northward,\twice circled the head- 
quarters of the Royal Air Force, 
and then most gracefully descended 
to the ground, where a number of 
British airmen volunteered to as- 
sist in mooring the plane. Schlee 
first stepped from ths, cockpit and 
was greeted by Squadron Leader 
MacPherson of the Royal Air Force 
and Consul Shanz. 

The flyers said they had passed 
over Bangkok, but did not stop 
there, as they were delayed by the 
monsoon. The) said they left 
Hanoi at 7:35 a. m. Friday. They 
encountered head winds, but other- 
wise the flight was accomplished 
without incident. 

When invited by Squadron Lead- 
er MacPherson to have refresh- 
ments at air force headquarters, 
the flyers replied: ‘The first thing 
we wish to do is to attend to look- 
ing -fter our motor.” Brock and 
Schlee then set to work. 

Schlee said he and Brock hoped 
to hop off from Hongkong tomor- 
row at daylight, but they had not 
yet decided on their destination. 
The airplane today was being re- 
fueled with 200 gallons of gasoline. 
Both airmen appeared to be abso- 
lutely fit, showing no evidence of 
fatigue as a result of their strenu- 
ous flight. 

Unreported for 33 Hours. 

For 33 hours, from the time the 
plane took off from Rangoon until 
it reached Hanoi, no word had been 
received from the plane in its 
1000-mile flight over the jungles 
of Burma and French Indo-China 
and through the treacherous mon- 
soon area of the Far East. 

The aviators left Rangoon at 
6:50 o’clock Thursday morning 
(about 4 p. m. Wednesday St. Louls 
time) for either Bangkok, Siam, 
375 miles from Rangoon, or Hanoi, 
1000 miles from Rangoon. They 
were due over Bangkok at 11 a. 
m. (about 8 p. m. Wednesday, St. 
Louis time), and with the passing 
of a day and part of a night that 
brought no word from them, fears 
for their safety arose. 

Barely had the word of their ar- 
rival at Hanoi reached the United 
States than dispatches told of their 
arrival at Hongkong, 600 miles 
from Hanoi. 

From Tokio they face a 2480- 
mile jump to Sand Island of the 
Midway Islands, an jsolated coral 
group almost in mid-Pacific be- 
tween the North Av.erican conti- 
nent and Asia. After that they 
must make a 1440-mile flight to 
Honolulu. and another of 2400 
miles to San Francisco. 

The airmen are approaching the 
halfway mark in their fourney.

Time Too Short for Prepar- 
ing Cup Entry of Lieut 
Alford J. Williams, Navy 
Department Says.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Lieut. 
Alford J. Williams will not partici- 
pate in the Schneider Cup races at 
Venice, it was announced today by 
Assistant Secretary Robinson of the 
Navy. 

“I am advised by Lieut. Williams 
that it will be impracticable to 
complete adequate tests and trials 
to warrant embarking for Venice 
in sufficient time to arrive, make 
final check tests and qualify as a 
representative of the United States 
for the Schneider Cup race,” Rob- 
inson said. 

Williams, who won the Pulitzer 
trophy race in 1923, has made sev- 
eral speedy flights lately in the 
seaplane built for the Schneider 
race, An unofficial speed of 280 
miles an hour was made in the last 
test. 

The Assistant Secretary said that 
when “an extension of the time for 
the race was requested for Lieut. 
Williams by the National Aeronau- 
tic Association of the United States, 
the difficulties of transforming a 
land plane to meet the requyire- 
ments of a Schneider cup race, 
which is a seaplane event, were 
fully realized. 

“This request for postponement 
was filed on receipt in this coun- 
try of the first official announce- 
ment of the race date,” he contin- 
ued. “When the Navy Department 
definitely announced it would not 
participate in the Schneider cup 
race, Lieut. Williams, who was 
then engaged in a privately Lacked 
project to regain for the United 
States the world’s speed record for 
a land plane, determined to divert 
his proposition temporarily. He 
did this so the United States would 
not be without representation in 
this important aeronautical event. 

“Favorable progress was made, 
although it became still more ap- 
parent that the time available was 
inadequate. There might still have 
been a possibility for Lieut. Wil- 
lians to carry out his ambitious 
program in time had weather con- 
ditions not proved impossible for 
many of the remaining days.”

One shotgun slug inflicted a flesh 
wound in the back of a 9-year-old 
boy, Emanuel Capraro, who was 
playing ball in the street, and an- 
other slug passed through the 
trousers of George Hanselman, 14, 
who was delivering bundles, 

Casting about for a motive, po- 
lice concluded that Palazzolo was 
marked for death by friends of 
three other Italian gunmen, Tony 
Russo, Vincent Spicuzza and Ben- 
jamin Giamanco, who were assas- 
Sinated last month, Russo and 
Spicuzza near Chicago, and Giam- 
anco in downtown 8st. Louis. 

The killing of Russo and Spicuz- 
za disclosed that there had been 
a split in a gang of Italian gun- 
men and moonshiners—the gang 
that waged warfare last year with 
Cuckoo gangsters, 13 men being 
killed and 14 wounded before an 
armistice was reached. Under- 
world gossip had it that Palazzolo 
lured Russo and Spicuzza to their 
deaths, and had Giamanco killed 
because he boasted he would take 
Russo’s place as chief gunman. 

Wounded Boy Tells Story. 

Dressed in new and gaudy ral- 

ment, Polozzolo, shortly after his 


return from Chicago, was loitering, . 


at 10:15 a. m., in front of a pool- 
room at 1006 North Tenth street, 
whei a Chrysler touring car occu- 
pied by four men sped past. The 
best account of what occurred aft- 
er that was obtained from the 
wounded Capraro boy. 

“The car went north to Carr 
street, then turned around and 
came back. A man jumped out of 
the car and ran toward Palazzolo. 
The man had a pistol. Palazzolo 
stepped back, but the man shot at 
him. 

“Then Palazzolo reached back 
and I think he brougrt out a pistol 
and began firing, too. The three 
men, stil in the automobile, had 
shotguns and they began firing. 
Palazzolo fell on the sidewalk, the 
other man ran through a hallway, 
and the men in the car drove on.” 

Beside the body police found an 
automatic pistol, which had just 
been fired, and three empty car- 
tridges. i 

At City Hospital Morgue, to 
which Palazzolo’s body was taken, 
half a dozen shotgun slugs dropped 
from his clothes. Other slugs had 
plerced his chest, arms and feet, 
there being about 20 wounds, That 
the assassins continued firing af- 
ter Palazzolo fell face forward on 
the sidewalk was indicated when it 
was found a siug had passed 
through a rubber heel into his 
left foot.

BACKERS FORBID 
FLIGHT OF WINDSOR

WINDSOR, Ont., Sept. 9.—C. A. 
(Duke) Schiller and Phil Wood, 
pilots of the Royal Windsor, were 
definitely notified by the Windsor 
Flight Committee today to return 
home and abandon their proposed 
flight to Windsor, England. 

It was decided to enter the plane 
in the National Air Derby, the 
2400-mile non-stop race from New 
York to Spokane, Wash., begin- 
ning Sept. 21, 

Schiller and Wood were advised 
by the Windsor Flight Committee 
to abandon plans to search for the 
missing monoplane, The Old Glory. 
It was considered that such a 
search would be useless. \, 


Y‘opes for the Carling and Old 
Glory Are Fading Fast. 
By the associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—No word 
has come to relieve apprehension 
for the United States-to-Rome 
monoplane, Old Glory, bearing 
Lioyd Bertaud, James D. Hill and 
their passenger. Philip A. Payne, 
or of the Canadian London-to-Lon- 
don plane, the Sir John Carling. 
manned by Capt. Terrence Tully 
and Lieut. James Medcalf. 

If these five men have perished. 
the toll taken by long-distance 
ocean flights since last May is 20 
lives. In addition, seven persons 
have been killed since last Sep- 
tember in preparation for such 
flights. 

The Old Glory, left Old Orchard, 
Me., for Rome, Italy. Tuesday at 
12:23 p. m. Eastern Standard time 
(11:23 a. m. St. Louis time) and 
was last sighted by the steamship 
California, 350 miles off New- 
foundland at 11:57 p. m. Tuesday. 
A wireless distress call, picked up 
by several liners at 3:30 a. m. 
Wednesday, was the last heard 
from it. 

The Carling left Harbor Grace, 
N. F.. at 2:25 a. m. Wednesday, 
for Croydon Field, near London, 
and has not been seen since it 
passed out to sea. 

Ocean Search Continues. 

Liners traversing the North At- 
lantic route at last reports were 
still searching for some trace of 
the Old Glory or of the rubber 
lifeboat with which it was 
equipped. 

William Randolph Hearst, back- 
er of' the Old Glory’s flight, has of- 
fered $25,000 to the captain and 
crew vf any vessel finding Ber- 
taud, Hill and Payne. ’ 

The possibility that the Old Glory 
may have swung to the south of 
the great circle route has been 
suggested by Miles Stedman, first 
officer of the Leviathan. Sted- 
man says Bertaud planned to fly 
directly for Bordeaux, France. from 
St. John’s, instead of following the 
great circle. Ke thinks the search 
should be shifred about 159 miles 


to the south of the area already | 


covered. A true course laid for 
Bordeaux would place the plane 
after five hours’ flight from New- 
foundiand, in latitude 47.05 north, 
longitude 40.12 west. The search 
for the past two days has been in 
the vicinity of latitude 49.30 north, 
longitude 41 west. 
Croydon Watches in Vain. 

While hope faded for the safe- 
ty of Tully and Medcalf in the Car- 
ling plane, the fiying field at Croy- 
don was kept brilliantly tlum- 


inated all last night, with colored 
searchlights searching the sky. Es- 
timates as to length of time the 
Carling’s gasoline supply could fast 
varied considerably, but the most 
optimistic did not extend beyond 
4 o'clock this morning, London 
time (9 o'clock last night, St. 
Louis time). 

Flying conditions over the Brit- 
ish Isles were described as 
wretched. Even the pilots of the 
Imperial Airways and Dutch Royal 
Air Service were compelled by 
wind, clouds and rain to descend 
before reaching Croydon. 

An evil fate seems to have pur- 
sued the male members of 
Tully family. Of Capt. Tully's 
three brothers, one was killed in 
the war, another died suddenly 
from a heart attack and a third 
lost his life in a motor accident. 

London Press Not Hopeful. 

Three ships still were searching 
the sea today for the Old Glory. 
but none knew where to look for 
the Carling. 

Newspaper comment in London 
was anything but comforting, the 
papers counting lives already lost 
this year in Atlantic and Pacific 
flights. 

An air ministry official said 
that in his opinion there no longer 
was any hope that the Carling 
plane would reach Croydon. 

Among those who paid a brief 
visit to the Croydon Airdome yes- 
terday were the two. sisters of 
Capt. Tully, They left the field 
downecast at the absence of news. 

Announcement that he might

Fourteen hundred St. Louis law- 
yers yesterday received by mall a 
“personal” advertisement sent them 
by William W. Welch, who resides 
at the Huntington Arms Apart- 
ments, 6560 Pershing avenue, of- 
fering to do “anything iawful” for 
$5000, 

Welch explained to reporters 
that he had need of $5000 in a 
hurry to pay off a debt to a friena 
and thus was offering to perform 
for whoever has the $5000 “any 
personal, unusual, delicate, diplo- 
matic, disagreeable or dangerous 
service.” 3 
He said he had three appoint- 
ments for today as a result of his 
advertisement. He insisted that 
whatever he did for the $5000, It 
would not be any trickery frowned 
on by the law. The idea of the 
advertising campaign Welch got 
from a _ correspondence school 
coursé in salesmansip.

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INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
IN CENTRAL MISSOUR 


Six Deaths From 27 Cases at 
Keytesville Cause Official 
to Go There. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9. — 
Six deaths in 27 cases of infantile 
paralysis have been reported from 
Keytesville, Chariton County, to the 
State Board of Health. Dr. James 
Stewart, secretary of the Board, 
has gone to Keytesville to consult 
local physicians on quarantine 
measures. | 

Two cases of the disease have 
been reported from Callaway Coun- 
ty, across the Missouri River from 
Jefferson City, and one case ex- 
ists in Cole County, in which Jef- 
ferson City is situated. 

The disease, the worst of all 
children’s diseases has appeared 
this sumer in serious form in 
Kentucky, Ohio, Massachusettts, 
New York and other states, delay- 
ing Opening of schools and causing 
restrictions on public gatherings. 


There have been only two cases 
of infantile paralysis in St. Louis 
in the, last three months. Neither 
resulted in a fatality. There are 
ho cases now on the. records of 
either the St. Louis or St. Louis 
County Health Commissioners. 


Schools at Haverhill, Mass., to Re- 
main Closed, 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Sept. 9.— 
With three new caseg of infantile 
paralysis reported in the last 24 
hours, the Board of Health has or- 
dered schools to remain closed un- 
til Sept. 24, canceled football 
games for two weeks and barred 
minors from public gatherings. Ha- 
verhill has had 40 of the 307 cases 
reported in the State since Jan. 1. 
Massachusetts had only 245 cases 
reported last year. Seven have died 
here this year.

Amount Is Clear Above All Ex- 
penses Fronr April 12 
to July 31. 


Between April 12 and July 31 of 
this year, the city Water Depart- 
ment made a net profit of $53,- 
667.52 over all expenses, and after 
deductions for bond interest, sink- 
ing fund and depreciation. This is 
shorn in Water Commissioner 
Day's report to the Public Service 
Commission, the first which the 
department has made in the form 
lately requested by the Commis- 
sion. The form is the same as that 
used by privately owned utilitics 
in making their reports. 

The report for the period of 
nearly 16 weeks, shows receipts of 
$647,004.75 from flat-rate consum- 
ers; $497,371.40 from metered con- 
summers; and $2380.10 from county 
consumers at points near the city 
limits. Miscellaneous receipts from 
other sources were $36,174.01, 
making total receipts §1,782,- 
930.29. 

Costs of producing and purifying 
were $450.554.07; distribution, 
$107,253.38; meters and inspec- 
tion, $31,000.06; expenses of as- 
sessing, billing and collecting, $40- 
937.04; commissions of collection 
division $38,834.77; commissioner's 
office $16,779.14; general expenss 
$5406.91; electric railway, $14,- 
604.75; depreciation allowance,

both safe and practical if the flyers 
would follow the southern route 
through Bermuda and the Azores 
rather than the dangerous north- 
ern route they have so far followed 
via Newfoundland. 

“The winds from Greenland,” 
said Maj. Casajus, “and the fogs 
off Newfoundland have been the 
causes of tragedies to the trans- 
Atlantic flyers. A study of the 
maps shows there are few days 
‘during the year when overseas fly- 
ing is possible over the northern 
route. On the other hand there 
are routes across the Atlanti¢ 
where the atmospheric conditions 
and the winds are favorable dur- 
ing the greater part of the year. 

“On this route nature has pro- 
vided islands to be used for land- 
ing places in the shape of Ber« 
mtida, the Azores and Madcira. 
Along this route one finds almost 
continuously either winds blowing 
in an easterly direction or tropical 
calms. The natural atmospheric 
westerly route lies by way of Ma- 
deira and Bermuda, over which 
the wind blows constantly toward 
the west. New York would be an 
ideal starting place were it not that 
fog was so often encountered in 
its immediate vicinity, Almost 
equi-distant from Bermuda is Sa- 
vannah, which would be a better 
point for beginning such a voyage, 

“The total distance from the 
coast of Europe to the United 
States would be 3759 miles, only a 
few hours longer than the north-

OLDING that suspensions 
are no cure for the grow- 
“foul” tendency in boxing, 
tre New Jersey Boxing Commis- 
Sion has just landed heavily on 
the. fighters’ pocketbooks. 

The rule just promulgated by 
the Jersey commission provides 
that in case a fighter is disqual- 
ified for fouling, even if not in- 
2ntional, he shall be paid only 
for the number of rounds he has 
fought. 

If “canned” in the third 
round, the offender would thus 
receive three-tenths of his guar- 
antee. His opponent likewise 
suffers a cut. If the foul is 
ruled intentional, the fighter will 
lose ALL his guarantee, and his 
opponent will receive’ pay for 
the number of rounds he fought 
before being hit foul. 

* * . 

The wallop to the pocket ought 
to have a corrective effect. Too 
many body fighters let fiy with- 
out due regard where the gloves 
may land. Men who employ an 
uppercut to the body are espe- 
cially likely to drop a low punch. 
That happens when the opponent 
backs away. The glove then 
lands below the objective and 
foul, 

Brooklyn Tommy Sullivan 
when fighting in his prime, was 
a notable offender. And he lost 
many a bout on a foul through 
this blow. 

There is no excuse for such 
fouling, intentional or not. Make 
the boxer responsible for cvery 
violation of te rules and then 
soak him in the guarantee.

Another Suggestion. 

HILE they were about it 

the New Jersey commission 
should have taken similar steps 
to prevent “stalling”. Fighters 
who stall along or tloat while 
waiting for a final-round flash, 
as ig popular in the “sticks,” 
shoukl be stopped early in the 
fight and paid off in part or not 
at all.

Tommy Gibbons showed 
this at Shelby, when he hung 
and clung and tied up Demp- 
sey’s hands until Jack could 
hardly shoot a glove.

No Coining Money. 
OMPETITION in the betting 
business and the limitations 

of the Illinois betting law are 

not making the horse-racing 
meet at Fairmount any too prof- 
itable for the promoters. 

The writer has ween informed 
that the betting booths handle 
about $15,000 to the race, or 
$196,000 duria the average day. 

The average attendance in 
midweek is around 5000 and the 
average bet on each race is al- 
most exactly $3. 

Fairmount is limited to €% per 
cent “take,” and must pay $2500 
a day to race. 

If Fairmount’s 5000 spectators 
are all “paid,” the average daily 
revenue would be around $12,- 
000—hardly enough to pay oper- 
ating expenses. 

With dog tracks “taking out” 
10 per cent or more, without 
any overhead of $2500, with ex- 
penses of about one-fourth the 
horse tracks and an invéstment 
about one-sixth as large, the dog- 
gies seem to have all the better 
of the horses at this time.

ROME, Sept. pone an audience 
with the Pope today, Mayor James 
J. Walker of New York was given 
tangible evidence of the Pontiff’s 
expressed esteem and affection for 
America in general and New York 
in particular.

The party then passed through 
& number of beautiful rooms, 
adorned with priceless ancient 
tapestries, being saluteq as they 
passed the gendarmes in full dress 
uniforms. 

Mayor Walker and his compan- 
ions finally reached the Papal ante 
chamber where the guard in brass 
helmets, composed exclusively of 
Roman noblemen, were-on duty. 
Soon the door of the Pope’s private 
library was thrown open and Ma4y- 
or Walker, Mrs. Walker and Mon- 
signor Burke were admitted into 
the presence of the Pontiff who 
came to meet them almost at the 
door. The Pope was dressed en- 
tirely in white, with white skullcap, 
white slippers and a white sash, 
the only note of color being gold 
chains on which hung the pectoral 
cross, shining with jewels.

THREE TENTATIVE 
PROPOSALS MADE 


Object Is to Give Traction 
Company Approved Ac- 
cess to Downtown District 
of City. 


The Illinois Traction (McKinley) 
System has engineers at work, one 
of whom is James A. Hooke, for- 
mer Director of Public Utilities, to 
devise tentative plans for a co-or- 
dinated subway and elevated rail- 
way system connecting the down- 
town freight depot with a proposed 
new approach to the McKinley 
Bridge, so that the system will 
have approved access in freight 
and passenger handling through 
the city. 

It is known that at least three 
tentative proposals to solve the 
problem of handling freight over 
this system to the satisfaction of 
the city and property owners have 
been conceived, and Hooke ig ex- 
pected to make a report of a pre- 
liminary survey by the engineers 
to the operations department of 
the system in Chicago, probably 
next week. 

Admits Plan for Improvements. 

L. E. Fisher, vice president in 
charge of operations, admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
the Chicago office today that 
Hooke had been employed as con- 
sulting engineer to make the sur- 
vey, and that a co-ordinated sys- 
tem of subways and elevated tracks 
probably would be devised to do 
away with street grade crossings 
in North St. Louis. He added that 
the company’s plans at this time 
were nebulous, but that a big im- 
provement over the present system 
of handling passengers and freight 
to the downtown depot at Twelfth 
boulevard and Lucas avenue, is in 
‘prospect. 

He said further that the com- 
pany probably would not have a 
definite public statement of plans 
before January, and that in the 
meantime engineers will submit 
plans for consideration. 

Opposed Present Ordinance, 

The company last January 
sought to have the present ordin- 
ance, which grants a right to trans- 
port package freight in cars, 
amended so that carload freight 
could be moved over the _ streets 
from the bridge station, at Salis- 
bury street, to the downtown depot 
at Twelfth street and Lucas ave- 
nue. This was opposed by the 
city and property owners along the 
right-of-way, which is over Twelfth 
and Ninth streets. 

Last July the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, acting on ap- 
plication of a manufacturer at 
Twelfth and Cass for a freignt 
switch, ruled that the city had a 
right to deny, if it saw fit, the 
use of streets for freight hauling 
by railways. The commission de- 
nied the applicatio. 

It was in view of these pro- 
tests and adverse ruling that the 
company now seeks to devise a 
system that will meet with the ap- 
proval] of all concerned.

PARIS REDS WITHDRAW 
PLANS AGAINST LEGION 


Manifesto Asks Communists Not 
to Assemble, in View of 
Guard of 60,000.

PARIS, Sept. 9.—The 
and Communist campaign against 


the American Legion broke down 
today with the publication of a 
manifesto in the newspaper Hu- 
manite calling off all plans for 
hostile counter-demonstrations, 

“Workers are asked,” said the 
manifesto, “not to assemble any- 
where near the Legion, but to 
confine themselves to ‘revolution- 
ary meetings’ outside of Paris in 
the suburbs.” 

The manifesto is signed by all 
Communist executive groups. The 
reason for the withdrawal is the 
activity of the French Government 
in preparing protection for the 
Legionnaires. It is revealed that 
a veritable mobilization has been 
ordered, with 7500 police, 3000 
members of the Republican Guard 
and the whole of the Paris garri- 
son, comprising about 50,000 men, 
a total of more than 60,000 men, 
which is about twice the number 
of Legionnaires expected. 

The Communist manifesto says 
these preparations mean that “the 
Government is preparing a trap 
whereby it would break up the 
spirit of combativity of the whole 
proletariat, captivating the organi- 
zation of its leaders and depriving 
it of all means of resistance against 
the oncoming capitalist offensive.” 
It proceeds to call off the vaunted 
counter-parade and invites the 
workers to confine themselves to 
demonstrations outside the city. 

The manifesto does not mention 
Sacco and Vanzetti. This appears 
to remove the possibility of serious 
rioting in Paris, about which there 
had been the most serious appre- 
hension. 

Meanwhile the Socialist party 
has adopted a sort of passive re- 
sistance policy. This party, which 
numbers 100 in the Chamber of 
Deputies, led by Blum and Bon- 
cour, is very powerful. In connec- 
tion with the moderate trade 
unions, led by Leon Jouhau, i* has 
asked its half million members not 
to consider Sept. 19 as a holiday 
nor to partake in the festivities. 
On the other hand, it asks its 
members t. disassociate themselves 
from the Communists and abso- 
lutely refrain from violence, 

“Despite the deep emotion caused 
by the Sacco-Vanzetti case,” it 
says, “we do not feel that the 
Legion is responsible. We wish to 
continue friendship for the Amer- 
ican people.” 

The campaign of the Com- 
munists for a_ strike of dock 
workers has failed. There has been 
trouble at a few' small ports, but 
the major ports, Cherbourg and 
Havre, are unaffected. 

As regards the threatened boy- 
cott of American goods by the 
Communists, this was never 
serious.

MEXICAN TROOPS ORDERED 
TO PROTECT AMERICANS

MEXICO CITY, "Sept. 9.—Fed- 
eral troops have been ordered to 
protect American lives and prop- 
erty at the Armerican owned Ama- 
jac gold and silver mine north of 
the town of Ixtlan del Rio, State 
of Nayarit.

The dispatch described the sit- 
uation as serious, but gave no de- 
tails. The consulate reported that 
Federal troops already had been 
ordered to the mines, but the Em- 
bassy made representations nev- 
ertheless as a matter of precau- 
tion. The Embassy is not in- 
formed as to the number of Amer- 
icans involved. 

REFUGEES TO GET HOME SITES 
80,000 Armenians In Syria Assisted 
by International Philanthropists.

—Eighty thousand Armenian ref- 
ugees encamped at Beirut, Aleppo 
and Alexandretta are to be set- 
tled on the land.

NEW HEAVY DUTY 
ONU.S. EXPORTS 


New Schedule, in Effect 
Since Sept. 1, Increases 
Rates on Machinery, 
Leather and Razor Blades. 


By the Associated Press, 
7 PARIS, Sept. 9.—What are said 


to be prohibitive duties upon @ 
variety of American exports to 
France have been in force against 
shipments from United States ports 
since Sept. 1, it was learned today. 

The new duties are from four to 
six times higher under the general 
tariff now effective than previous- 
ly. 
This fact came as a surprise to 
the American Embassy on Wednes- 
day, it is stated, the Embassy hay- 
in understood from the Freneh 
Foreign Office that the new tariffs 
were rather more favorable to 
America than the old schedules, 

The embassy, acting under in- 
structions from the State Depart- 
ment, is making energetic repre- 
sentations to the Foreign Office 
for most-favored nation treatment. 

Meantime, commodities arriving 
on vessels which have sailed from 
America since Sept. 1 will be held 
in French ports, awaiting the ac- 
tion of the French Government. 

American importers declare that 
these new high duties exvlude nv- 
merous articles from competition 
in France with Germany, #ngiand 
and other countries enjoying most 
favorable national treatment. These 
articles include magnetos, electric 
machinery, small hardware, pumps, 
razor blades, clothes-pressing and 
clothes-making machines, prepared 
and worked leathers and enameled 
ware. 

An example of the new duty Is 
seen in the case of steel furniture, 
in which quite a trade recently has 
sprung up in France, The duty in 
this .instance is increased from 1 
franc 69 centimes and 2 francs to 
8 francs 80 centimes. 

This figure is said to be at least 
60 per cent of the value of the fur- 
niture itself. The duty on fountain 
pens, which previously averaged 6 
francs, or 20 per cent of their value, 
has now been raised to 80 per cent. 

American business men say that 
such imports from America can- 
not compete with the German and 
English exporting markets unless 
the duty is lowered. England au- 
tomatically has the full benefit 
of the new Franco-German com- 
mercial treaty which became ef- 
fective on Sept. 6. 

It is estimated at the embassy 
that fully 20 per cent of the value 
of American imports into France 
are affected. ‘The imports were 
valued at about $320,000,000 in 
1926. 

American importers are said to 
be telegraphing their customs brok- 
ers at French ports not to clear 
imports arriving on ships which 
have sailed since Aug. 1. It is 
understood that if the French 
Government does not lower the 
rates, the goods accumulating in 
French ports will be transhipped 
to other markets, it being probable 
that none of them will be returned 
to the United States.

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“REVELRY.” 
“Revelry,” a play based on Samuel H. Adams’ novel 
of the same name, has been withdrawn in Philadel- 
phia because the theater owner considers the theme 
“unpatriotic,” and because a local Judge pronounced 
it “repulsive and indecent.” 
The novel, as everyone knows, is the story of Wash- 
ington under the Harding administration. It is a 
true story. Its “repulsiveness and indecency” con- 
sist in its faithful portrayal of the reign of the Ohio 
Gang. Fall, Forbes, Jess Smith and the rest of the 
boys are all present, under other names. The oil 
scandal and the Veterans’ Bureau scandal are present- 
ed—with variations of detail, it is true—but with 
perfect fidelity to the moral atmosphere which pre- 
vailed throughout that sordid period. 
We assume that the play follows the novel. If, as 
Will Shakspeare said, the business of the playwright 
is to hold the mirror up to nature, the author of 
“Revelry” has done his job well. As to the matter 
of patriotism, the question is simply this: Is it more 
patriotic to expose corruption in government, or is it 
more patriotic to cover it up? Decent men, whether 
Judges or laymen, will have little difficulty answer- 
ing that question. 


HOW TO STOP FILIBUSTERS. 

A report to the American Bar Association calls for 
the organization of “a righteous public resentment” 
against the filibustering propensities of the Senate. 
Only in this way, it says, can the public hope to end 
wn oppressive condition under which two or three 
Senators can keep a bill from coming to a vote. 
There is a practical and simple method ready to 
hand by which filibusters, save perhaps, those 
which are supported by a large minority opinion, may 
be shorn of their effectiveness. This method is to 
adopt the long-pending Norris amendment, providing 
for the abolition of the short, or “lame duck,” session 
of Congress and the substitution therefor of a ses- 
sion of indeterminate length. A filibuster by a few 
men can only hope to succeed when there is a fixed 
closing date. 

The Senate has voted three times, by overwhelm- 
ing majorities, to submit the Norris amendment to 
the States. On each occasion the Republican leaders 
of the House have prevented it from coming to a 
yote in that body. The bar association could do a

We have no doubt, either, that a man of Mr. Hoov- 
er’s business acumen and experience realized from 
the beginning that the Red Cross could never assem- 
ble the vast funds necessary for the reconstruction of 
the flooded southland, that the task was far beyond 
the capacity or genius of the Red Cross or any un- 
official agency, that here was a tremendous obliga- 
tion which only our Federal Government, with its 
immense resources and authority, could adequately 
meet. 

September is painting the withered cheeks of the 
fading summer. The presidential vacation ends. 
Rapid City has a storage of memories which will sub- 
Sequently mellow into legends. Another volume will 
be added to the virile traditions and brash apocrypha 
of the Black Hills. Reassuring forecasts are pro 
nounced by the oracles of business and finance. The 
oratorio of prosperity swings on. Mr. Coolidge {s re- 
turning to a contented Capua. 

Meantime the national disaster of the Missigsippi 
flood drags out its days of dirges, and thousands of 
American citizens face stark ruin because their Gov- 
ernment has forgotten them. 

We do not know how Calvin Coolidge reconciles his 
inaction in this terrible tragedy with his individual 
conscience or his sense of official duty. But when 
the brummagem and ballyhoo of this summer are for- 
gotten and the history of the year is written, Mr. 
Coolidge, we believe, will be indicted for having de- 
faulted in his obligation to the victims of the deluge. 
And the indictment, we think, will include the name 
of Herbert Hoover for having failed as the President’s 
representative to state publicly that this calamity de- 
manded prompt and splendid action by the Govern- 
ment which a special session of Congress would have 
spontaneously sanctioned and public sentiment 
proudly approved. 
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A LIVE ISSUE. 


Occasionally we hear that the tariff is dying as a 
political issue. The person who advances this view 
is usually a protectionist who believes devoutly in the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff law. But sometimes the 
comment is voiced by politicians and publicists who 
are apparently not inspired by self-interest. 

Is there any truth in the notion? Is the tariff less 
potent as a political issue than it used to be? A good 
way to answer this is to consider a feature of the 
Conference on International Trade, recently held at 
Stockholm. The fight against trade barriers at this 
conference was not led by Europeans, but by Ameri- 
cans. What is more, it was not led by Democrats or 
others who might be expected:to lead a fight for free 
trade. It was, surprisingly, led by none other than 
Silas H. Strawn, himself a Republican of the die 
hard variety, a personal friend of President Coolidge, 
and in all other ways of the most orthodox variety. 
And this is the resolution upon which this stand-pat 
Republican put his indorsement: 


Trade barriers in the international sense are 
those arbitrary national restraints on the free 
movement of goods, capital and services, which 
not only hamper trade and traders, but limit 


practical service by letting these men feel the weight 
of an organized resentment.

SO THERE WE ARE. 

It may be said of prohibition that it long ago be- 
came a state of mind rather than a public issue. It 
does not change anybody's opinion upon either side 
merely to repeat what has been so often said. 
What, then, is to be the future of prohibition? Is 
it to go from bad to worse, to become at last that 
dead law which the fugitive slave act became, and 
which all laws persisted in against the will of great 
segments of the population always are in time? Is 
it to fail of its appropriations in Congress, a reversal 
that has already set in, and are we at length to have 
an even greater orgy of rum-running than we have 
now? 

Some people think the lawyers of America, who 
may be said to be interested primarily in defense of 
the law against anything that tends to demoralize it, 
should take the position that this is the effect of pro- 
hibition and therefore move as a profession to get 
rid of it. But the lawyers are divided. They are 
not, because they are lawyers, free from the 
emotions of great. masses. It would be as futile 
to hope that as it was for Lord Hewart, Chief Justice 
of England, in a recent address before the American 
Bar Association, to hope that the lawyers wil! in time 
perhaps array themselves solidly against the things 
which @re destroying free government. The lawyers 
are ag divided in their economic beliefs as they are 
in thelr moral passions. They are not gods. They

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PUTTING THE RIVER TO WORK. 
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HIGHER EDUCATION IN MISSOURL 
From the Kansas City Star. 
HE heads of the higher institutions af 


learning in Missouri are directing atten- 
tion to an increasingly serious situation in 
this State. It is the growing demands made 
upon these institutions at a time when they, 
due to inadequate financial support, are 
least prepared to meet them. ‘The condi- 
tions at the Northeast State Teachers’ Col- 
lege, pointed out by the president, Dr. 
Eugene Fair, are a disgrace to Missouri. The 
dilapidated, overcrowded and unsafe build- 
ings at the Kirksville school should not be 
tolerated in any State that claims to have 
in operation a progressive educational 
policy. 

The needs at the State university repeat- 
edly have been emphasized. Buildings 
there have stood unfinished for years, there 
is congestion in several of those in use, fa- 
cilities of other kinds are lacking and there 
is a trying problem of providing pay suffi- 
cient to hold the type of instructor to which 
the institution is entitled. and for mainte- 
nance of educational standards comparable 
with those of other states. 

A few days ago, Dr.!}Stratton D. Brooks, 
president of the university, outlined a situ- 
ation which is making it hard for the State 
institutions of the whole country, even those 
that are given liberal support, to meet the 
demands that are being made upon them. 
The endowed institutions, he showed, were 
closing their doors to thousands of young 
men and wOmen every year. Many of these 
were turning to the state schools which al- 
ready were confronted with enrollment 
problems of their o./n. 

What is going to be done about this situ- 
ation in Missouri where the State institu- 
tions, instead of being given increased sup- 
port, actually have been allowed less than 
in the past? That is the important ques- 
tion with which the educational! conference 
shortly to be held in the State will have to 
deal. The answer will not be found with 
the devising of a plan by which adequate 
financial support of the schools, both the 
rural schools and the institutions of higher 
learning may be had. It will come only 
when such a plan is adopted and put to 
work. As matters stand today, Missouri 
must shortly go forward or backward in 
education. Only one course can be con- 
sidered. This State must adopt, without 
much further delay, a thoroughly progres- 
sive policy in education.

NEXT AGE IN TRANSPORTATION, 
From the World's Work. 

HE automobile has exerted a more pro- 

found influence upon our national life 
in the last two decades than any other fac- 
tor. It has distributed metropolitan popu- 
lations over wider areas and has put remote 
farms upon the very edges of villages in 
point of time. It may even be the key to 
our abundant prosperity, as Messrs. Foster 
and Catchings said in one of their recent 
articles in this magazine. It has accelerat- 
ed the production of.steel, coal, cement, 
leather, petroleum, glass, and numerous 
other commodities; it has become our first 
industry, employing directly and indirectly 
more than 7,000,000 persons. It has made 
Henry Ford one of the wealthiest men in 
the world and in the last few years it has 
made millionaires of 60 of the executives of 
the General Motors Co., which had net 
earnings of nearly $130,000,000 in the last 
half year, or more than the United States 
Steel Corporation had. 

We are in an automobile age, which will 
probably reach its zenith soon, and We are 
now moving into another branch of a new 
motor era—the epoch of the airplane, We 
are rushing in the development of the air- 
plane at tremendous speed, and, if the pace 
is kept up, within a few years we shall be 
entering an age in which the airplane may 
exert as profound an influence upon our 
national life as is now exerted by the au- 
tomobile. The Guggenheim Foundation is 
offering a prize for the development of a 
safe or “foolproof” airplane, and as soon 
as the average man can be as safe in an 
airplane as in an automobile he will take 
to the air.

CONFESSES MANY 


CHICAGO HOLDUPS 


William Mitchell Says Wife 
Knew Nothing of Crimes 
—She Declares She Tried 


to Reform Him. 


Special to fhe Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—William 
Mitchell, formerly of St. Louis, 
held by police as the long-sought 
North Side night prowler who has 
robbed many women of purses 
and jewelry, today insisted that 
his wife had no part in his depre- 
dations and no knowledge of them. 

The wife, who Mitchell says was 
formerly. Miss Helen Moore, 
daughter of a St. Louis physician, 
is under arrest, and police say she 
has admitted that, a few months 
ago, she learned of Mitchell’s prac- 
tice of holding up women at. the 
point of a revolver, and seizing 
their valuables. She tried to reform 
him, police understood her to say. 

“If she said that,” Mitchell de- 
clared, “she was just trying to 
make it easier for me. She never 
knew a thing about my robberies. 
I was working steadily all the 
time, and the jobs were all pulled 
while she was at work, too. I kept 
the loot locked in a trunk, and 
she had no chance to see it.” 

Says He Attended St. Louis U. 

Mitchell, who is 27 years old, 
said he was a student in-St. Louis 
University before and after serv- 
ing in the World War. (The reg- 
istrar of the university today said 
that his name did not appear in 
the attendance records). He said 
he and Miss Moore were married 
in New Orleans in June, 1922. He 
has been employed in a depart- 
ment store. He said he started 
his series of robberies after his 
wife began working at night. 

“It was lonesome sitting around 
the house by myself,” he said. 
“When I got started on these hold- 
ups, it seemed impossible to stop.” 
He went on to deny that he had 
ever attempted any other crime 
than robbery. Some women have 
sought to bring other charges 
against him, and Mitchell seemed 
concerned lest his wife should be- 
lieve these accus:tions. 

His reason for robbing women, 
he sajd, was that they were less 
likely than men to _ resist. He 
would approach .an_unescorted 


' woman on a comparatively dark 


section of the street, seize her 
pures and such jewelry ar he could 
take readily, and flee down an al- 
ley, then would come out on the 
next street, where he would get 
into his automobile c-nd _ drive 
away. The robbéries were always 
on Tuesday, Friday or 
night, those being the nights when 
his wife was employed. 
Also Admits Burglaries. 
Mitchell admits also a number 


| of burglaries, one of them at the 
home of Edward Hines, millionaire 


lumberman, in Evanston, He said 
he entered the house when Hines 
was alone, and was ill. He took 
several hundred dollars’ worth of 
jewelry, and, in leavirg. was at- 
tacked by a police dog, which he 
managed to beat off. This rob- 
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bery, 
with the theft of $80,000 worth of 
diamonds from Mrs. Hines on a 
train between Chicaz» and Daytor 
last February. 

In his holdups, Mitchell usually 
wore a white silk handkerchief 
over his face. A few women 
snatched this covering away, but 
police doubt whether their identi- 
fications will meet the require- 
ments of evidence. If the prisoner 
cannot be convicted of robbery, 
police say, he can be convicted of 
receiving stolen goods, 

Mitchell was arrested after he 
had fled from two policemen, who 
stopped him for questioning, mere- 
ly upon suspicion. He was armed, 
but did not attempt to use his re- 


volver except as a club, and was 
beaten into submission. He said 
that one night, when 400 police- 
men were hunting him in the Rog- 
ers Park district, he committed 
three robberies in another North 
Side neighborhood. Another night, 
he said, he was arrected as a sus- 
pect, and was released, . 

Hundreds of women visited the 
Summerdale Police Station today 
to see the confessed robber. “That's 
the man,” was a common expres- 
sion from those who had been 
robbed,. but on questioning the 
women seemed unable to give any 
detailed identification. 

Forty charges or robbery and 
burglary, and one charge of at- 
tempted assault, have been placed

Joplin Girl Makes Shoes 
For Americans in Paris| 


N American girl shoemaker, 

Miss Mary Bendelari of Jop- 

lin, Mo., and her shop in the 
rue Saint Honore, constitute one 
of the new Paris sights which are 
more gratifying to A a2erican wom- 
en tourists than all the other 
grandeurs of the city, says a dis- 
patch from the French capital to 
the American Magazine, 


The importance of the sight to 
women visitors lies partly in the 
fact that the average tourist who 
tried to squeeze a long, slender 
American foot into a short and 
broad French shoe isn’t. able to 
look at many other sights after 
an hour’s walking. OtherWise the 
shop is an interesting sight be- 
cause it represents the ingenuity of 
an American girl which enabied 
her to go into a strange country 
and make good. So the little yel- 
low and tavender decorated shop 
in an otherwise drab Paris court- 
yard, is an oasis in the present 
busy tourist season. 

Though the enchanting shop was 
born only last summer, it has al- 
ready become one of the places 
which American women visitors to 
Paris often visit. For it was al- 
most solely for her countrywomen 
that Miss Bendelari opened it, just 
as it was for them that she began 
manufacturing hand-made shoes 
in Paris four years‘ago, and now 
has a factory, employing 150 
workmen, on the edge of the cily. 


Miss Bendelari was of an 4ar- 
tistic nature, and, when she fin- 
ished school and went to New 
York to study costume  design- 
ing she sec. ed a big and import- 
ant position designing creations for 
a sinart New York dress firm. 


Miss Bendelari’s costumes were 
so successful that she was asked 
to design for several of Broad- 
way’s best productions. And this 
she did—working out every part 
af the elaborate ensembles down to 
the most minute detail, which in- 
cluded shoes. 

Miss Bendelari had always been 
a skillful fancy skater from the 
tirie of her boarding-school days 
in Canada. She was just becom- 
ing well established in her work 
when she hurt her foc*t one day on 
the ice. 

While she was lying in bed she 
designed the kind of shoe she 
would like to wear herself. 

After a time, her walking was 
restored, and the first tging she 
said, -“or she found that she was 
going to be able ‘o go about again, 
was “I am going to make shoes.”

But, just at that time 
Miss Bendelari's fathe- came ‘to 
Paris from Joplin and invited Mary 
to go on a trip with him through 
Italy. She asked him to give her 
the thousand 4ollars the trip would 
cost and put it into her business.
